Seventeen of the rioters w ere ar­ 
rested, three being charged w ith as­ 
sault with a deadly weapon. 
The rest 
w ere booked at the prison as dem ean­ 
ors. 
Holmes, the orator, was charged 
with disturbing the peace. It was fully 
an hour from the time that the trouble 
•tarted before quiet was restored.

The young men of that African moo, 
the Masai, are all w arriors, theoretical­ 
ly, between tile age* approxim ately of 
seven!eon ami twenty-seven. 
When In 
this stage they are known In their own 
language as el tnoran. 
They pull the 
head hair out to Its greatest length, 
even sometimes tw isting and plaiting 
tiber and string Into tin ir wool. 
Hie 
hair is then thickly costed with mutton 
fat and red clay and tied Into perukes. 
All hair on the face and body la pluck 
eil out by iron tweezers. 
The skin is 
kept constantly lubricated with milt 
ton fat mixed with red clay, lint as a 
rule the body Is not disagreeably oily, 
anil this lubrication only has the result 
of giving a beautiful polish to their 
utatuelike forms. 
As regards the laxly there Is proba­ 
bly no more beautifully formed tyi»e of 
man than the young Mnsal warrior. 
The face la sometimes In keeping with 
the body, but more often has n rather 
brutal aspect. The Masai nre not pure 
negroes, but obviously received a very 
long while ago a slight Infusion of 
I [am itie blood from rnees dwelling to 
the east of the White Nile. While they 
nre In the young-maO*warrior stage the 
Masai live principally on milk and on 
blood draw n from the veins of living 
cattle. 
They also occasionally eat the 
m eat of oxen, goats or sheep. 
When a Masai derides that he has 
had enough knocking about and has 
accum ulated 
sufficient 
property 
on 
which to retire he decides to marry. 
Tli's Is usually about the age of tw en­ 
ty-seven to thirty. 
A fter m arriage he 
shaves bls head, or at any rate keeps 
the hair of his head very close cropped. 
Ile ceases to anoint himself with mut­ 
ton fat and definitely ranges himself 
with the old men.

DOWIE MAKES SPEECH 


Addresses local Zionist Congrega­ 
tion at San Antonio. 


DRAMATIC INCIDENT 


Aonian ''ho Had Been a Member 
of His Honsehold Declared That 
a Kinder Husband Never 
Lived on Ear.h. 


San Antonio. April 
9.—Dr. Dowie 
and bis party left San Antonio Sun­ 
day night at 8 o'clock on the Mexico 
special for St. Louis. The train was 
delayed for four and one-half hours, 
and this was taken advantage of by 
the local Zlonites, w’ho arranged for 
a meeting, at which Dr. Dowie was to 
speak. The meeting was secret in its 
nature, for the Zionites feared that if 
the general public became aware that 
the first apostle was to deliver an ad­ 
dress and the hall would not hold the 
audience who would come to hear him. 
As It was, every seat In the local tem­ 
ple W’as filled fully an hour before the 
venerable leader was to make his ap­ 
pearance. 
Previous to the coming of Dr. Dowie 
L. C. Hall, pastor of the local Zionist 
church, made a vigorous address, in 
which he defended Dcwie at every 
point. 
Throughout his talk ejacula­ 
tions of “Amen” and “Yes” and “God 
be with thee" were made by the audi­ 
ence. 
Preacher Hall made the state­ 
ment that every man. woman and child 
in Texas who wa* connected with the 
Zionist movement endersed everything 
that the “first apostle” had done, and 
believed thoroughly In his innocence. 
“Even if the 'first apostle' has been 
guilty of every one 
of the 
charges 
which have been brought against him, 
Voliva and his henchmen have acted 
in an unchristlanlike manner through­ 
out the whole of this trouble,” he said. 
“From out of this great turmoil Zion 
will arise regenerated and purified, 
and I believe, before my God, that the 
'first apostle’ will be vindicated and 
cleared of these malicious and cruel 
charges. If he Is not, then may God 
demolish Zion. 
We are not a people 
of peace. 
We fight always for God 
and the right, and In this fight we will 
win.” 
A hjmn was sung, and then the au­ 
dience joined In a silent prayer that 
strength might be given the ‘first apos­ 
tle” to overcome his enomJna in Zion. 
When Dowie entered the bal) the 
audience arose and sang a hymn of 
praise as he walked down the center 
aisle, bowing and muttering, “God be 
with thee.” For ten minutes Dowie 
and the audience prayed together for 
strength to banish the devil from Zion. 
Then Dowie told hie story to the as­ 
pectant people. 
His entire 
address 
was centered about the subjects 
of 
nolvrsznv and the conduct of his wife. 


The audience was with him in all thai 
he said, even when he bitterly dispar 
aged Mrs. Dowie. A dramatic incident 
occurred after Dowie had been speak 
ing about twenty minuets, when Mrs. 
Anna Rapp and her husband rose ut 
and faced the apostle. 
The audience 
craned their necks forward in intense 
expectancy. 
Have you anything to say, sister?* 
said the venerable leader. 
“I lived in your home for a num­ 
ber of years, ‘first apostle,* said the 
woman, "and I want to tell these peo 
pie that never was there a kinder 
husband or a better Christian gentle 
man. 
I want t-> say also that while 
your every act was one of kindness 
and consideration to Mrs. Dowie, she 
made life miserable for you by ber in­ 
sane jealousy and fiendish perversity, 
I often wondered how you could be 
so kind under the conditions that ex­ 
isted. 
I make this statement of ny 
own free will because God has told 
me to speak.” 
Then Deacon Lewis and Deacon Pa­ 
ters arose and spoke of the unwifely 
conduct of Mrs. Dowie. which 
they 
characterized as almost beyond human 
endurance. Throughout all of this tea 
timonv 
the audience sprinkled ex 
clamations of “Amen” and “Yes. yes!" 
Dowie closed with a passionate pe­ 
roration in which he declared that ac 
long as breath remained In his body 
he would fight for the rehabilitation of 
Zion. 
“I haven't long to live,” he conclud­ 
ed, “but I pray that God may spare 
me just long enough to win this fight. 
Then I shall be willing to go to that 
long sleep, knowing that I shall 
be 
eased to the last by the ‘well done, 
thou good and faithful servant,” which 
will oe uttered by all of my people, 
for they will have seen the light and 
learned that John 
Alexander, ‘first 
apostle,' was chosen by God to give the 
word to Zion.” 
After the benediction the audience 
filed by Dowie and shook his hand, 
each reiterating an assurance of loy­ 
alty. 
When Dowie returned to his hotel 
the special correspondent of the As­ 
sociated Press presented him with the 
following 
telegram, 
which 
arrived 
while his followers here were making 
their pledges of loyalty: 
“At Zion City to-day everybody was 
for 
Voliva. 
Communicate 
this 
to 
Dowie.” 
Dowie seemed somewhat shocked 
at the bluntness of the message, but 
declared that It would be unwise for 
him to make any comments upon It 
at the present time, owing to the fact 
that it might betray his plan of bat­ 
tle.

Life has exceptional difficulties for 
the babies of Arabit, especially for 
those who are of sufficiently high rank 
to be brought up according to all the 
ancient customs of their race. A royal 
baby’s first toilet there consists in 
winding a bandage about its body aft­ 
er it has been carefully bathed and per­ 
fumed. 
If the child Im? a girl, on the seventh 
day of her birth, holes, usually six in 
uumber, are pricked In her ears, and 
when she Is two months old heavy gobi 
rings are attached to them, to be worn 
throughout her lifetime except during 
periods of mourning for relatives. On 
the fortieth day the baby’s head is 
shaved, arni the disposal of the hair Is 
regarded as a very weighty matter. It 
must not be burned or carelessly 
thrown away, but buried, thrown Into 
the sea or hidden away. 
The fortieth day marks a turning point 
In the chlld s life. 
Heretofore it has 
only been seen by few. but now it may 
be seen by anybody and is regarded as 
fairly launched on the tide of existence. 
Several charms are attached to its body 
for protection against the “evil eye ” 
• Everything the child uses Is perfumed 
*and covered at night with Jasmine 
and before it is used fumigated with 
amber and musk and sprinkled with 
attar of roses.

Oth 
era have them as mere markings, lf 
there Is a network of small lines upon 
the heel, It means great versatility 
People who draw, paint, play and dab 
hie in the languages have many heel 
lines. A smooth surface of heel denotes 
a placid, nonworking brain.

Many a good picture that has looked 
dark and dirty for years from having 
been exposed to the dust can easily be 
cleaned and freshened In a very sim­ 
ple way. The picture should be taken 
from Its frame and dusted carefully 
with a soft cloth. Peel a large potato 
and cut ft In half, go over the whole 
picture with a sponge that has been 
dipped In tepid water, then with the 
flat side of the potato rub the surface 
of the picture with a light circular 
movement, lieiug careful not to press 
too heavily on the carnets. The potato 
will soon begin to loosen the dirt and 
the colors underneath will begin to 
show brighter. 
When all the stains 
and dirt have been removed the pic­ 
ture should be sponged again in warm 
water, care being taken to wash off 
any starrh that may have been left 
from the potato. 
In case the picture is badly cracked 
as little water as possible should be 
used, as it Is apt to ooxe under the 
paint and do some injury. 
Many oil paintings are injured by the 
dampness from the walls on which 
they are hung. 
The dampness Is apt 
to cause the canvas to decay, and 
there arc few canvases made to resist 
Its attacks. To prevent this particular 
form of decay the back of the canvas 
should be painted when perfectly dry 
with white lead. 


SLOT MACHINES.

A COfTflkfiMidetit of the Boston Her­ 
ald writes: “It Is true there are few 
things new under the sun. 'Air bed*,’ or 
what we call pneumatic bads, were 
used by the Romans liefore the Chris­ 
tian era. The most remarkable duplica­ 
tion of an old Invention Is the niekel- 
In-the-slot machine. 
Thia was first 
used during the time and reign of Karn­ 
es es, Ip the eighteenth dynasty of 
Egypt,j^*r the purpose of supplying 
holy w*A*r, that which had been bless­ 
ed by the priests, to th* people who 
desired It. The machine was urn alisp 
ed, 
with a 
small 
cylinder 
inside, 
through which ran a rod connecting a 
valve at the bottom of the cylinder 
with one at the top. These were oper­ 
ated by a lever, which closed the bot­ 
tom valve while owning that at the 
top, when the cylinder would fill with a 
fixed amount of water. To obtain the 
water a cup was placed at the outlet; a 
coin o f three drachma*-, equal to about 
75 cents of our money, was dropped 
into the ‘slot’ on to a scale pan in the 
end of the lever. This opened the cyl­ 
inder at the top and closed the lower 
valve, allowing the coin to slide off, the 
weight of water closing the top valve, 
opening the lower one and allowing the 
water to run into the cup. This Ut the 
basis of all patented slot machines of 
the present time and dates back to 
nearly 3,000 B. C."

H O R S E S H O E NAILS. 


T h e W a y T h e y A re T n r n e il O at b y 
E x p e r t W o r k m e n . 
Three million separate shoe nails nre 
often cast from a ton of metal. Of tile 
sm aller sizes 2,0k) nails are molded in 
a single mold, and an expert workman 
will make eighty molds in an ordinary 
w orking day, thus-turning out 100,000 
separate nails. 
W hen the metal in a liquid state is 
pouted into the mold it runs through 
tile sand in passages provided In the 
molding process. 
The whole of the 
nails are cast together and are, when 
removed from tile sand, connected by 
a netw ork of iron one with another, 
In tills condition the Iron Is as brittle 
as glass, and very little force is re­ 
quired to separate the nails from tile 
netw ork which holds them together. 
They then have to undergo the proc­ 
ess known as annealing. 
They nre 
mixed up w ith hem atite Iron ore, which 
Is In a powdered state, put into iron 
pots and placed in an annealing fur­ 
nace, a sort of kiln. H ere they remain 
for some days, care being taken to so 
regulate tile beat to which they are 
subjected that the iron will not be re­ 
melted, but brought very nearly to that 
condition. The action of the raw Iron 
ore upon the brittle casting is m arvel­ 
ous. A fter cooling it can be lient w ith­ 
out risk of breaking, and it becomes a 
useful and serviceable article. 


A L P IN E A V A L A N C J IS . 


The** D eadly Snow slide* Ate Oft** 
Started by a Hound, 
There ore many kinds of avalanches. 
There are the powdery avalanche, Hie 
creeping variety, the glacier avalanche 
and others. \\ hen the sun strikes upon 
the Illimitable snow fields and the snow 
begins to move the mass In Its descent 
gathers w eight and force, tearing away 
enormous rook masses and niRLens of 
tons of soil, until at le n g th .^ U h a 
noise like thunder, It expends P fury 
on the level floor of a valley where de­ 
fenseless villages may lie. 
A great avalanche of this kind has an 
Invisible forerunner alm ost as destruc­ 
tive as Itself. This is the terrific hurri­ 
cane caused by the air it displaces. It 
is no common sight to see giant trees 
uprooted, 
broken 
and 
tw isted, 
the 
boughs 
wrenched 
from 
the 
trunk, 
leave* and needles clean stripped from 
the twigs and the very tops wrenched 
from a larch forest before ever the ava­ 
lanche itself has struck the wood. 
It is on still days when a lighted cau­ 
dle will hardly flicker in the ley air 
th at the danger Is greatest. The snow 
has been falling quietly yet heavily for 
several days and has settled ou precip­ 
itous slopes above the village to an im­ 
mense depth. It needs but the slightest 
and almost imperceptible cause to set 
it In motion. Had the wind been blow­ 
ing it would never have am assed to 
such depths, but would have slipped 
down in lesser quantities. 
On such 
days the postilion inutile* the bells of 
his team ; the father will chide his child 
for slamming Hie door. 
Th rte enor­ 
mous avalanches were once started in 
Switzerland merely by the sounding of 
the "Vial,” or the first bell for church 
service, A bird alighting, an icicle tail­ 
ing from a rock—and the monster be­ 
gins his downward rush. 
Villagers 
sometimes try to bring down ava­ 
lanches at ail advantageous time by 
firing off guns or even by shouting.—

I* E xpensive. 
Although 
there 
are 
strigj 
laws 
against bribery in the EngfflSh elec­ 
tions, standing for n seat in parlia­ 
m ent is by no means an inexpensive 
m atter. 
Even a small constituency 
will cost not less than $3,000, aud the 
expenses run from that up to $10,000. 
At one election a candidate paid out 
on an average of $50 for each vote, 
hut this is regarded as the record 
price, the cost running as low as $1 
a head. 
The purchasing of a vote disqualifies 
the candidate, even though he may be 
innocent of any participation In the 
bribery, and as a result candidates 
and their workers—"agents” they call 
them In England—are most careful 
that their actions shall be above sus­ 
picion. 
D inners may be served a constitu­ 
ency, but paym ent even to the women 
of a family is regarded as bribery, aud 
the candidates are compelled to trust 
to speeches, hofise to house convasses 
and literature, both for hand distribu­ 
tion and In the form of posters.

A thun­ 
derstorm occurred, aud they took ref­ 
uge under a haystack and continued 
the meeting. 
Seemingly ti)** students 
alone for the tim e being knew of the 
meeting. 
For years the place w as un­ 
m arked and the event uncool memo rat­ 
ed. 
But those students originated the 
foreign missionary m ovem ent in tills 
country for the benefit of all lands and 
peoples. Subsequently W illiams college 
acquired the property, named It Mis­ 
sion park aud erected a monument 
commemorative of the great result. It 
consists of a shaft of granite twelve 
feet In height, bearing a globe three 
feet 
In 
diam eter, 
representing the 
world. 
The legend on the shaft Is, 
“The Birthplace of American Foreign 
Missions.” 
U nderneath are the names 
of five students who had a part in the 
m eeting—Samuel J. Mills, Jam es Rich­ 
ards, Francis L. Robbins, Harvey Loo­ 
mis and Byram Green. 
This memorial 
Is an object of Interest to every visitor 
to W illiamstown, and at every com­ 
mencement a religious service is lichi 
Inside it.
